The greatly Impaired hearing of 
William 
‘Fifty-fifty Bill" Zinkand, 
77, Lincolnway east, was held respon­ 
sible for hts death by a coroner’s jury 
at an inquest conducted by Dr. C. 
O. 
Crist. Adams

coroner, 
Friday afternoon at the court house. 
Mr. Zinkand was fatally hurt on 
the Rock Creek bridge of the W es­ 
tern Maryland railroad at the eastern 
edge of Gettysburg Friday evening. 
June 18 Testimony Friday indicated 
he had been standing on ties at the 
south side of the tracks and then 
attempted a 10-foot leap to the safe­ 
ty of a catwalk along the north 
side of the track as the big locomo­ 
tive — Its crew unaware there was 
a man on the bridge — bore down 
on him. 
Tile coroner’* jury failed to find 
evidence of negligence on the part of 
the train crew and wrote: "We be­ 
lieve that because of his poor hear­ 
ing Mr. Zinkand did not learn of the 
engine s approach in time to reach 
the safety of the catwalk."

Automobile wheels,

GIT To Good Start 
My mail tells me quite plainly 
th at there has been an unusually 
high percentage of trouble with re­ 
built or new engines for old cars. 
Curious to know why this is so I 
have done some checking for you 
and find that this is the unfortunate 
result of starting up such engines 
without first lubricating them thor­ 
oughly and checking the oil pres­ 
ide. Almost all 
th e things that 
later go wrong with these motors 
occur in those first few m inutes of 
cold operation. 
It isn t too difficult to oil the pis­ 
tons and cylinder walls and to check 
into every spot where lubrication is 
needed, but to check the oil pres­ 
sure before the engine actually gets 
under way calls for some special 
equipment. Tile usual plan is to re­ 
move the cam shaft drive gear and 
use an electric drill to drive the oil 
pump through the distributor shaft 
hole. The oil pan is in place during 
the test and the engine’s oil level 
up to normal. 
Wrong Place For Oil

know th a t carelessness 
plays a m ajor role in car troubles 
these days but seldom is this fact 
as clearly dem onstrated as in the 
case of a reader who had all kinds 
of trouble because of failure of the 
generator.

What’* That Boar? 
Every now and again someone 
writes me to say th a t he is per- I 
plexed because of a roaring noise 
when the car is running around 50 
miles 
per hour. Finding nothing 
wrong with the exhaust system, the 
tires or the rear end gears he is n a­ 
turally at a loss for an explanation 
as well as a remedy.* In such cases 
I suggest checking the fan. Dis­ 
connect it and see if the noise dis­ 
appears. If the fan is the cause of 
the annoyance the next step is to I 
replace with one whose blades are 
not evenly spnced. This type of fan 
is called asym ctrical. If th e fan 
Isn’t the cause of the noise then 
there is a possibility th a t the body 
design sets up a roar. Try different 
positions of the ventilating windows. 
Mechanic .foe Speaking: 
"Selecting spark plugs for a troub­ 
lesome m otor seems to get a lot of 
m otorists down. I ll admit th a t the 
term s ’hot’ and ‘cold’ plugs are 
confusing, but ifs all simple enough 
once you understand the difference 
between th e two types. 
"A hotter plug is one with a long­ 
er insulator and thus is slower con­ 
veying heat from its points to the 
cylinder head. It should be used in 
an engine which is pumping oil so 
th a t tin* hotter points will tend to fire 
through th e oil. A cooler plug is 
shorter. It should, therefore, be used 
in a hotter motor. And remember 
that there is quite a wide hen* 
range. If you switch from one type 
plug to tile next cooler or hotter 
type, never go more than one step 
at a tim e." 
Is It Your Fault? 
I f s all very well to assume th a t 


when another car approaches rather 
than to keep on the low beam. Some 
people can ’t tell a low from a high 
beam, and will flash their lights high 
Just to ask you to let them see some 
action. T hat may blind you. 
If you find yourself constantly

For instance, breaker points may go 
bad because of a defective condenser 
or may warp because of a weak or 
broken valve spring, 
On the Other Hand 
The modern cars get blamed for 
so m any deficiencies it may be re­ 
freshing to come to its defense* with 
a word of praise for these wide 
hoods which make it difficult to tell 
just how close to the curb you are. 
From a safety standpoint, this has 
its advantages. Tests have shown 
that because of the element of doubt 
m ost drivers allow an extra m argin 


and are thus always further from 
the curb than they think they are. 
This also means th a t they will n a t­ 
urally keep further away from soft 
shoulders of the road. 
Safety Through Courtesy 
One of those ardent motorists who 
does me the honor of reading this 
: column feels that I do not stress the 
im portance of good m anners in its 
relation to safety. I think he’s right 
about this. The subject is one which 
I couldn't possibly overplay. 
He mentions the im portance of 
; dropping headlight rays when ap­ 
proaching another car. regardless of 
whether the other fellow recipro­ 
cates. 
I m ight add 
the 
warning 
against trying to gain the other fel- 
, low s attention by flashing your own 
lights to the high beam. This may 
actually blind him and, as we know, 
two wrongs never make a right. It 
is also a good plan to drive with
